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Booming 
foundry 
to create 
65 jobs 

A SMETHWICK foundry is 
creating 65 jobs as part of a 
£2.5 million investment. 

Incanite Foundries is cre¬ 
ating an aluminium foundry 
and has already invested 
£850,000 in equipment. 

Managing director Elliot 
Eaton said 45 staff were 
being recruited to join the 
100 already employed at the 
firm’s site in Cornwall Road. 

The firm has also won a 
contract to make 11,000 
posts for an airport in Dubai 
by the end of January and 
another 20 staff will be hired 
just for that contract. 

He said: “The overall 
investment will amount to 
more than £2.5m. It is a 
major project.” 

The 85-year-old company 
is set to increase its turnover 
from £3.5m in 2011-2012 to 
between £8m and £9m in the 
current financial year. 

The addition of the alu¬ 
minium operation forms the 
first of three phases of devel¬ 
opment with the second 
being updating and improv¬ 
ing the existing iron 
foundry. 

The final project involves 
securing land from a neigh¬ 
bouring business and plan¬ 
ning permission for a new 
office block and technical 
centre. 

The firm has attracted 
orders from sectors includ¬ 
ing the oil and gas industry, 
aerospace, marine, agricul¬ 
ture and military. 

Drivers told 
of hold-ups 

DRIVERS have been 
warned of disruption on the 
roads caused by projects to 
replace and maintain water 
pipes. 

The work is part of a £7.6 
million project by South 
Staffs Water. 

Road closures and tempo¬ 
rary lights will be in place 
during the work. 

In Sandwell, engineers 
will be working on pipes 
along St Marks Road in 
Tipton and in the Bristnall 
Hall Road area of Oldbury 
until the end of September. 

Highways bosses said 
engineers would try to keep 
disruption to a minimum. 


START IS DUE ON 
FACELIFT SCHEME 


THE next phase of a multi-million 
pound project to transform part of 
West Bromwich is due to start this 
month, according to council chiefs. 


High-quality paving will be laid in roads including Bull 
Street and Walsall Street from August 28 as part of the 
Eastern Gateway scheme. The work, which will take 12 
weeks, will include new 
street furniture such as 
lights and bins. 

Money has come from a 
£4.1 million grant from the 
European Regional Develop¬ 
ment Fund. Pavements in 
High Street have already 
been improved thanks to the 
cash. 

Sandwell Council’s jobs 
and economy boss Council¬ 
lor Derek Rowley said: “I’m 
delighted the next phase of 
the Eastern Gateway 
scheme will begin in a few 
weeks. The project is a major 
part of our plan to improve 
the town centre and I’m 
excited to see it develop. 

“It’s all about making the 
town centre more attractive 
and encouraging people and 
businesses to come to the 
area.” 

Brilliant 

The completed £20 
million Eastern Gateway 
scheme will feature 63 
houses and apartments for 
rent and sale as well as a 
three-storey office block 
with ground floor shops. 

Work on the first 29 
homes, which are to be com¬ 
pleted by next February, 
began earlier this year. Work 
on another 34 will start in 
January and are due to be 
ready in March 2014. 

“Everything is on sched¬ 
ule,” said Councillor Rowley. 
“If you have houses near the 
town centre you have shop¬ 
pers. It will be brilliant to see 
it all come together.” 

The Eastern Gateway 
project is between Bull 
Street, High Street and 
Overend Street in the town 
centre. 


Council’s 
pledge on 
new house 
building 

NEW homes will be built 
and flats revamped in a £500 
million scheme in Sandwell. 

Millions will be spent on 
bungalow extensions and 
loft conversions to increase 
the size of properties to ease 
overcrowding, and homes 
will be made more energy- 
efficient. 

The investment comes as 
Sandwell Council looks to 
bring Sandwell Homes - the 
organisation that manages 
the council’s housing stock - 
back under local authority 
control. 

Housing boss, Councillor 
Simon Hackett, said: “The 
Government scrapped the 
Decent Homes programme 
in 2010 so I made a commit¬ 
ment that I would continue 
to invest in tenants’ homes. 

“It is one of the reasons we 
are looking to bring 
Sandwell Homes into the 
council, to free up money to 
invest in people’s homes. 

“We will complete inter¬ 
nal work such as kitchen 
replacements where neces¬ 
sary. We are going to build 
new council houses year on 
year - that hasn’t been done 
for a generation. I want to 
build as many as possible.” 


Olympic torches to light up museum 



VISITORS to the popular 
Black Country Living 
Museum can get a taste of 
the Olympic magic that is 
sweeping the country. 

It’s thanks to two of the 
region’s Olympic torchbear- 
ers. 

Juanita Williams, 51, and 
Dennis Sanders, 75, helped 
carry the Olympic flame on 
its relay round the country 
on its way to the London 
games. 

Now they have loaned their 
torches and uniforms to the 
museum for a special 
display. 

Mrs Williams, of Richmond 
Hill, Oldbury, said: “I want 
people to see it. 

“I believe it is for sharing, 
particularly for the chil¬ 
dren.” 


Challenges 

Mrs Williams, who works 
for Sandwell Irish Commu¬ 
nity Association, was nomi¬ 
nated to be a torchbearer 
after raising £27,000 for 
Macmillan through a series 
of cycle challenges around 
the world. 

She has, so far, cycled in 
Peru, Vietnam, China and 
Central America. 

She said: “I started it after 
the death of my father - I 
thought he would have done 
anything to still be riding, so 
while I am still fit, why can’t 
I?” 

Dennis Sanders, of 
Newton Road, Great Barr, 
ran with the flame on its leg 
from Birmingham to Derby. 

He was nominated for his 
seven years’ service in the 
army and his work with the 
Royal British Legion.

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Fish die 
as oxygen 
drops in 
park pool 

UP to 100 fish were found 
dead or dying at a pool in 
West Bromwich after oxygen 
levels fell. 

Algae is believed to be the 
cause of the deaths at the 
pool at Dartmouth Park. 

The dead fish were 
reported by a visitor to the 
site. 

Fire crews from the town 
were called and pumped oxy¬ 
genated water into the pool 
to save the remaining fish. It 
is not known how many 
died. 

Jo Miskin, projects officer 
at nearby Sandwell Valley 
Country Park said: “We had 
had reports of blue algae in 
the pool earlier in the week 
and had put up signs 
warning dog walkers not to 
allow pets to drink from the 
pool. 

“Yesterday we had a call 
from a visitor who observed 
dead fish in the water. We 
contacted the Environment 
Agency who advised us to re¬ 
oxygenate the water. 

“We are very concerned 
and doing all we can to 
establish what the problem 
is.” 

Fire crews stayed at the 
scene for an hour working 
with the park’s estate 
manager to identify the 
cause. 

Up to 5,000 fish died at 
Titford canal and pools in 
Oldbury in June after 
oxygen levels in the water 
plummeted, with algae 
again believed to have been 
the cause. 

Garage hit 
by arsonists 

CLASSIC cars and seven 
motorbikes were damaged 
when arsonists hit a garage 
in Factory Road, Tipton. 

It was the third time the 
building was deliberately set 
alight in the past six years. 

Bill Harris who lives in the 
same street, has run the 
business, Harris Motors, for 
34 years. He was alerted 
when he heard the fire 
engines speeding past his 
home. 

“I’m waiting to see how 
much damage has been 
done...I don’t know what to 
do now,” he said.

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Delays to increase cost of new hospital 


COSTS of the proposed £370 million 
super-hospital in Smethwick could 
spiral as the Government has 
dragged its heels for more than a 
year to approve them. 

The outline business case for the 
Midland Metropolitan Hospital is 
going to have to be revisited, 
because the Government has stalled 
on a decision whether to fund it 
since the middle of last year. 


That delay is due to a Treasury 
review of Private Finance Initia¬ 
tives. 

Estimates of the costs of the 
Grove Lane scheme will now have to 
be refreshed because the market has 
changed dramatically since plans 
were devised in 2010. 

Going back to the drawing board 
will increase the bill for planning the 
16-acre development, because finan¬ 


cial experts were employed by 
health bosses for the original outline 
business case, and consultants will 
have to be re-employed. The size of 
that bill is not yet known. 

It also casts the schedule of com¬ 
pleting the hospital further into 
doubt. Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham NHS Hospitals Trust, which is 
behind the scheme, had hoped it 
would be open in 2016. But bosses 


believe it will take around five years 
to demolish existing buildings, com¬ 
plete the lengthy procurement 
processes for contractors which 
provide the best value for money, 
and the eventual building work. 

But there is still no anticipated 
end to the Government’s PFI 


The Treasury was unavailable for 
comment. 


Family tell of pride at 
'Three Degrees' statue 


THE family of the late West Bromwich Albion 
legend Laurie Cunningham have said they are 
delighted with plans to honour the club’s 
“Three Degrees” with a bronze statue. 

Sculptor Graham Ibbeson will create the tribute to 
Cyrille Regis, Brendon Batson and Laurie Cunningham, 
who died aged just 33. The monument, which will be called 
The Celebration, is planned 
to be unveiled on July 15, 
2014, the 25th anniversary 
of Cunningham’s death in a 
car crash in Spain. 

Cunningham’s first 
cousin Claudette Samuel, 
from London, and her 
daughter Collet Graver 
spoke of their pride. 

Miss Graver said: “I’m 
very proud because of how 
he is remembered here and 
what he achieved. So many 
people in this area have nice 
things to say about him.” 

Ignoring racist attitudes 
on and off the pitch, the trio 
lit up English football when 
they came together in the 
1978/79 season. 

The move to honour them 
is being led by Black 
Country businessman Jim 
Cadman and will involve 
Sandwell Council. 

Fundraising 

The 10ft statue, which 
will show the three celebrat¬ 
ing a goal, will sit in the 
heart of a new European- 
style piazza being built by 
the council next to The 
Public art gallery. 

The artwork is expected to 
cost more than £200,000, 
and fundraising schemes are 
already in the pipeline. 

One idea is an exclusive 
fundraising group titled the 
1979 Club, which will have 
400 members, who will each 
get a stone replica of the 
statue, signed by Ibbeson. 

Yorkshire-based Ibbeson 
has crafted many statues, 
including one of comedian 
Eric Morecambe in his home 
town. 

Regis and Batson said 
they were “humbled” by the 
idea of a tribute.

Council's

TRAFFIC lights that change 
depending on the speed of 
drivers will not be intro¬ 
duced elsewhere in Sandwell 
for the time being. 

Sandwell Council trialled 
the lights last year and 
bosses said they could be 
rolled out across the 
borough. But Councillor Ian 
Jones, for neighbourhoods, 
said: “The changes at the 
pedestrian crossing in High- 
gate Street in Old Hill have 
been made to help reduce 
the problem with speeding. 

“We don’t have any plans 
to do this to other crossings.” 

The £400 crossing trialled 
is the first of its kind in the 
Midlands. The lights stay on 
red unless the oncoming car 
is going at or below the 
30mph limit. Some people in 
the area have said it con¬ 
fuses drivers.

The centre which would bring four GP 
surgeries under one roof, is earmarked 
for land at Crosswells Road and Blox- 
cidge Street, which is now used as a 
depot for the mobile library service. 
Plans for the scheme have been lodged 
with Sandwell Council. Planners have 
already backed it, but more detailed 
proposals for the development have 
now been submitted to the authority. 
The plans were sent in by One Cre¬ 
ative Environments Ltd on behalf of 


healthcare developer Prime (UK) 
Developments and Sandwell Primary 
Care Trust. 

The documents state that the Langley 
Rood End Primary Care Centre would 
house four GP surgeries and 25 staff, 
and a pharmacy. 

Buildings there now would be demol¬ 
ished. The surgeries proposed to be 
housed at the site are The Surgery in 
Vicarage Road, Rood End Medical 
Practice in Western Road, Oldbury, as 
well as 64 Dog Kennel Lane and 118 
Warley Road, Oldbury. 

Plans state: “The overriding principle 


for the development is to provide a 
state-of-the-art primary care centre for 
Langley Rood End which responds to 
both the needs of the users as well as 
the environment.” 

They add: “The proposed development 
will see a number of GP surgeries relo¬ 
cated to modern, up-to-date facilities.” 

PCT spokeswoman Diane Harrison 
said: “Sandwell PCT has carried out 
consultation with the local community 
on this project and we’re now awaiting 
the outcome of the planning process. 
“We are expecting a decision some time 
in October.”

TWO memorial plaques ripped from 
a Great Barr church by metal 
thieves have been replaced just over 
a year after they were taken. 

Worshippers were devastated 
after the cast iron plaques, featuring 
the names of 50 fallen war heroes, 
were ripped from a wall outside St 
Margaret’s Church earlier this year. 

New plaques have been installed, 
this time made of granite. 


Churchwarden June Aubrook 
said: “I can’t describe what we felt 
when the plaques were taken. It was 
horrendous. We were terribly upset. 

“But the new plaques look won¬ 
derful. I am on a high at the 
moment. Everyone who comes into 
the church is saying ‘we are com¬ 
plete once again’.” 

The church raised £1,400 towards 
the replacement plaques. This 


included a single donation of £1,000 
from the Royal British Legion. 

It was hoped they would be 
installed sooner but efforts were 
delayed after the first replacements 
to arrive were faulty. Churchwar¬ 
dens also had to get advice on how to 
stop thieves striking again. 

“We were gutted when the origi¬ 
nal plaques were stolen but over the 
past year, everyone has pulled 


together,” added Ms Aubrook. “An 
elderly gentleman came in and gave 
me £20 for the plaques. It’s been 
quite tearful to see how everyone 
has rallied together.” 

Great Barr Councillor Shirley 
Hosell said: “It’s fantastic the wor¬ 
shippers at St Margaret’s have been 
able to bounce back.” 

No-one has been arrested in con¬ 
nection with the theft. 


Bakery revamp to cope 
with demand for bread 


A BAKERY that employs 400 people is to 
undergo another overhaul to cope with 
demand for its bread, bosses have revealed. 

Allied Bakeries in West Bromwich will raise the roof to 
accommodate the latest hi-tech baking equipment. The 
move will bring its production line up to date, and keep up 
with the increasing demand 
for bread. 

The company, which makes 
brands including Kingsmill, 
Allinson, Sunblest and 
Burgen bread transformed 
its factory with a £25 million 
revamp which was com¬ 
pleted during last year. 

Bosses installed a new 
bread roll-making plant and 
a new ingredient and flour¬ 
handling tank. 

Under new plans they 
hope to fit a new plant at the 
factory near the Hawthorns 
ground, which will include 
an oven, proover where the 
dough can rise, and a cooler. 

To install the new machin¬ 
ery, the company will have to 
raise the roof of one of its 
factory units, and they have 
applied to Sandwell Council 
planning chiefs to carry out 
the works. 

Modern 

The new machinery which 
will bring its production line 
up to modern standards, and 
will replace two existing pro¬ 
duction units at the site. 

As well as the higher roof, 
12 flues will need to be 
fitted, to take in fresh air 
into the plant. 

Bosses at Allied bakeries 
on Birmingham Road say 
the new work will be in 
keeping with the surround¬ 
ing buildings. 

Spokeswoman for Allied 
Bakeries, Gemma Hinks- 
man, said: “West Bromwich 
is Allied Bakeries’ biggest 
manufacturing site in the 
UK. 

“We’re investing in 
improvements to this facil¬ 
ity as part of our ongoing 
company-wide capital 
expenditure programme.” 


Funeral 
services 
group's 
profit up 

WEST Midlands funeral 
services group Dignity’s 
profits have grown eight per 
cent so far this year as its 
sales of pre-arranged 
funeral plans continue to 
grow. 

Dignity, which has 616 
sites including Bilston, 
Sedgley, Walsall, West 
Bromwich, Warley and 
Smethwick, made operating 
profits for the first six 
months of the year of £39.2 
million on revenue of 
£16.5m - which was up 8.2 
per cent. 

Funeral plans have grown 
by 10,000 to 275,000 for the 
firm. 

Chief executive Mike 
McCollum said: “The core 
business has performed 
well. We have expanded our 
portfolio of funeral locations 
and crematoria.

Jobs axe 
firm is 
taking on 
new staff 

A MEDICAL company 
which axed nine roles just 
months ago is recruiting 
nurses to work at the Tipton 
Dialysis Centre. 

Fresenius Medical Care 
made the decision to scrap 
the positions at the Horseley 
Heath centre after it said it 
was reviewing its staffing 
levels. 

Patients put together an 
150-strong petition to fight 
the cuts but nine healthcare 
assistants lost their jobs. 

Just four months later the 
medical company have 
recruited more nurses. 

Patient representative 
Diane Griffiths who attends 
the centre several times a 
week said she was very 
pleased that Fresenius 
Medical Care had listened to 
patients. 

She said: “They seem to 
have taken on board what 
we have said, and I am glad 
they have recruited more 
nurses. They have worked 
with us, and it means things 
are improving.” 

The 61-year-old who has 
been having treatment at 
the centre for two years said 
they were now calling on the 
company to introduce a new 
appointment system. 

At present, several 
patients are given one time 
to attend for treatments, 
which means often they can 
be waiting for up to an hour 
for a dialysis machine. 

Playcentre 
satisfactory 
says Ofsted 

EARLY years provision at a 
playcentre in Smethwick 
has been rated satisfactory 
by Ofsted inspectors. 

Victoria Out of School 
Club and Playcentre, at the 
Windmill Youth Centre in 
Messenger Road, was visited 
on July 5. 

As well as the overall 
effectiveness of the early 
years provision, the effec¬ 
tiveness of leadership and 
the quality of provision were 
also rated satisfactory. The 
centre caters for up to 32 
children. 

The report said: “Chil¬ 
dren are happy and settle 
quickly to enjoy their time at 
the club. All children are 
included and make satisfac¬ 
tory progress towards most 
of the early learning goals. 

“Children’s welfare is, 
generally, protected through 
adequate practices.” 


Paramedics attacked 210 times in year 


AMBULANCE staff in the West Midlands 
including Sandwell were physically 
attacked on 210 occasions last year - but less 
than a fifth of cases led to convictions, it has 
been revealed. 

Figures released under Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation Act show that despite 210 recorded 
cases, there were just 39 convictions secured 
between April 2011 and March 2012 against 
people who launched attacks. 

In addition to the physical attacks, there 
were 381 cases of verbal assaults on West 
Midlands Ambulance staff. 


Workers are now being provided with 
“conflict resolution training” so they know 
what to do in the event of an attack. 

The trust is also keeping a database of 
addresses, providing information such as 
medicines a patient is allergic to, or treat¬ 
ment plans. 

Steve Elliker, West Midland Ambulances 
Service spokesman, said the trust had one of 
the highest conviction rates in the country. 

He said: “It is abhorrent that our staff 
suffer at the hands of patients, their rela¬ 
tives or other people at the scene. We will 


not rest until each and every perpetrator 
has to answer for their actions.” 

News about the number of attacks comes 
just weeks after a Lithuanian national 
pleaded guilty to biting a paramedic during 
a drunken epileptic fit in the back of an 
ambulance in Sandwell. 

Biting 

Grazina Tamkun, aged 24, was intoxi¬ 
cated at the West Bromwich & District 
YMCA in Carters Green, so paramedics 


decided to take her to hospital. She initially 
swung out at the paramedic hitting him on 
the wrist and then, while in the ambulance, 
she grabbed his hand in her teeth and bit it. 

Mr Elliker said: “It is completely unac¬ 
ceptable that ambulance staff, who are 
responding to help people, should have to 
face violence. 

“The trust has a zero tolerance policy and 
works hard to bring the full weight of the 
law to bear on anyone who attacks staff.” 


Dentist and daughter face 
jail over £l.4m NHS fraud 


A DENTIST who claimed to be treating people 
who were dead to con the NHS out of £1.4 
million has been told she faces a substantial 
jail term. 

Dr Joyce Trail, aged 50, who spent much of the proceeds 
on exotic holidays and designer shoes, was convicted of con¬ 
spiracy to defraud after a five-week trial, along with her 
daughter, from Oldbury. 

Jurors heard Dr Trail made thousands of false claims for

Miss Moore said: “Dr 
Trail claimed and was paid a 
great deal for treatment she 
had not performed - not just 
a few claims, but something 
in the order of £1.4m of false 
claims.” 

False 

Trail’s daughter worked 
in the administration side of 
the practice and assisted her 
in running the fraud, which 
ran between April 2006 to 
March 2009. 

Trail, of Park Drive, Little 
Aston, was remanded in 
custody to be sentenced on 
September 14. 

Sterling, aged 33, of 
Ashwood Close, was bailed 
until the same date and was 
also warned she faces jail. 

Dr Trail and her sister 
Fiona Trail, 46, of Belle Vale, 
Halesowen, were both 
cleared of conspiring to 
pervert the course of justice 
as NHS investigators gath¬ 
ered evidence. 

Fiona was cleared of con¬ 
spiracy to defraud.

Grant bid to archive firm's records 


ARCHIVISTS are to apply for 
£100,000 to catalogue records from one 
of the Black Country’s most historic 
companies. 

Sandwell Council has documents, 
film footage and photographs from the 
former Smethwick-based Chance 
Brothers Ltd glassworks firm in 2007. 

A third of the items have been cata¬ 
logued already, thanks to £49,000 from 
the National Cataloguing Grants 
Scheme. 

More money is needed to pay for 
someone to complete the project. 
However Councillor Linda Horton, 


cabinet member for leisure services, 
has suggested that any grant applica¬ 
tion could prove futile. 

The material includes information 
about past employees, film footage and 
a commemorative brochure of a visit by 
King George VI and Queen Elizabeth 
to the firm in 1940. 

Councillor Horton said: “Sandwell’s 
Community History and Archives 
Service intends to apply to the funding 
bodies with the hope of obtaining 
grants to catalogue the remainder of 
the Chance collection. 

“Competition for funding is always 


very intense, and most applicants are 
unsuccessful. 

“As we have already been successful 
with one application to the National 
Cataloguing Grants Scheme we are 
unlikely to be successful a second 
time. ” 

Chance Brothers Ltd, based in Spon 
Lane, Smethwick, was one of the 
region’s biggest employers during the 
1900s and exported glass for light¬ 
houses all over the world. 

The firm produced glass for the 
Houses of Parliament and the Great 
Exhibition at Crystal Palace.

Widow's tribute to 
sailors unveiled at 
memorial gardens 


A MEMORIAL dedicated to the sailors who 
delivered supplies to Russia during Second 
World War will be unveiled at the National 
Memorial Arboretum on August 19. 

Phyllis Coyle, whose late husband Mick served as a stoker 
in the Royal Navy between 1942 and 1947 and sailed with 
the Russian convoys, has commissioned the tribute. 

The 83-year-old, of Pensnett, has paid for the memorial, 
which is costing £15,000 to make and install, out of her own 
pocket.

THE latest mammoth devel¬ 
opment by supermarket giant 
Tesco in the region is taking 
shape. 

This huge New Square leisure 
scheme is just minutes from the town 
centre of West Bromwich and will be 
anchored by a 139,000sq ft Tesco Extra 
store. 

The scheme is among a clutch being 
developed in the region by the 
company. 

In Wolverhampton a 97,000 sq ft 
Tesco Extra costing £60m is due to 
start in November with land prepara¬ 
tion under way. 

That store on the site of the former 
Royal Hospital in All Saints is expected 
to create around 600 jobs and will open 


in 2014. The retailer is also building an 
80,000 sq ft site at the Victoria Shop¬ 
ping Park, in Hednesford, which will 
create 300 jobs, while work has also 
started on another store in Rugeley 
which will create 250 jobs and is due to 
open in September next year. 

At New Square steel structures are 
changing the town centre skyline with 
the framework for the massive devel¬ 
opment taking shape. 

Transform 

The major development by Spenhill, 
the regeneration arm of Tesco, will 
open in the town next spring. 

Visitors to the pink and black 
coloured arts centre The Public, in 
New Street, can gets a bird’s eye view 
of the work and the scale of the vast 


site which is sure to transform the 
town centre. 

Workmen are also laying new pedes¬ 
trianised areas around the site, while 
much of the building site remains 
vacant in preparation for the next 
phases of work to begin. 

A number of big name retailers have 
already signed up for the New Square 
scheme. 

Primark, Next, JD Sports, Bank and 
Arcadia have already signed up to the 
scheme as well as Nandos, Prezzo, 
Deichmann, Harvester restaurant and 
Phones 4 U, along with an Odeon 
cinema and restaurants. 

Vinci Construction UK is the main 
contractor for the project expected to 
create around 2,000 jobs in West 
Bromwich.

MEMBERS of a tennis club in 
Rugeley have served up 60 
years. 

Past and present members of 
Etching Hill Tennis Club were invited 
along to a Diamond Jubilee party at the 
club’s East Butts Road clubhouse last 
week. 

The club was officially opened back 
in July 1952 by No 2 Wightman Cup 
player Kay Tuckey, who played an exhi¬ 
bition match against Flo Judy Wallis, 
an RAF champion and a Wimbledon 
player. 

The seeds were sown towards the 
club’s inception when in the early 
1940s a large field was made available 
for leisure use. 

In 1947 a village hall was built and 


by Marion Brennan 

two hard tennis courts were added in 
1952. A meeting of villagers decided 
that a tennis club should be formed 
with annual subscriptions set at 30s 
6d. 

Today, senior membership is £130. 

In 1954 a hut, which had been used 
to house servicemen during the Second 
World War at Brindley Heath R.A.F. 
camp, was bought cheaply by the club 
and erected by members next to the 
village hall. 

This was later replaced by a more 
modern brick building. In 1972 a third 
court was laid. 

Nowadays, the club has three flood¬ 
lit courts available for use throughout 
the year. Club sessions for senior 


members are held on Tuesday and 
Thursday evenings and Sunday morn¬ 
ings and the club is also host to a thriv¬ 
ing junior contingent, whose training 
sessions are held on Monday nights 
and Saturday mornings. 

Premier 

Four men’s teams, four mixed and 
three ladies teams compete in county 
and area leagues and the club has both 
men’s and ladies teams in the top 
county premier league. 

The clubhouse boasts a bar pool, 
table tennis and darts facilities and the 
club also has a thriving social member¬ 
ship and a cribbage team which plays 
in a local league on Tuesday evenings 
during the season.

District judge Michael Wheeler was 
persuaded not to pass a custodial sen¬ 
tence on Price but decided that Mieko 
must be destroyed. 


He also ordered Price to serve 120 
hours unpaid work. 

“Unfortunately a very serious attack 
on a very young girl took place,” he 
said. “She suffered what are bordering 
on horrific injuries as a result of that 
attack and may need plastic surgery.” 

The attack happened as the girl was 
playing with a friend at a public grassed 
area in Kingsway Avenue on April 13. 

A builder had left a back gate 
unlocked at Price’s home, allowing 
Mieko to escape, the court heard. 

The girl suffered a four-inch wound 
to her lower right leg and a wound to 


her right arm. Price, aged 43, of 
Kingsway Avenue, pleaded guilty to 
being the owner of a dog dangerously 
out of control in a public place. 

Andrew Chowdhury, defending, 
urged Judge Wheeler not to order the 
destruction of the dog, stressing the 
attack was out of character. 

But the judge said: “The problem is 
the predatory aggression by Mieko and 
the way he behaved on this occasion 
and the way he is likely to behave...in 
the future.” 

As well as the community service, 
Price was told to pay £85 costs.

Burglar raided his own 
grandfather’s house 


A SERIAL criminal who burgled 
the home of his grandfather in 
Willenhall has been jailed for two 
years and five months. 

Wayne Holden, aged 32, struck in July this 
year when he knew the house was empty 
because the pensioner was on holiday 

Mr David Holden had gone away with a 
friend who left the vehicle at the address 
while they were away, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was told. 

Wayne Holden, who had 29 previous con¬ 
victions involving 67 separate offences, 
kicked in the back door and ransacked the 
house in Dibble Close. 

Prosecutor Warren Stanier said the thief 
escaping with a TV and jewellery of huge 
sentimental value that included a gold 
locket of irreplaceable family photographs. 

Holden also took car keys that allowed 
him to drive off in the vehicle on the drive, 
sold the television and jewellery for drug 
money. None has been recovered. 

He was arrested when spotted by police at 
the wheel of the missing car on the M6. The 
break in was discovered by the burglar’s 
aunt Mrs Elaine Holden who had been 
looking after the property. 

David Bratt, defending, told the court: 
“He started smoking cannabis at the age of 
15 and was hooked on cocaine and heroin by 
the time he was 24. 

“He has now been ostracised by his family. 
They will have nothing more to do with 
him.” 

Holden, of St Paul’s Street, Stoke-on- 
Trent, admitted the offences.

Police spokesman Brigg Ford said 
officers were looking into the crash 
but added: “It looks like a genuine 
accident.” 

Ambulance spokesman Steve 
Parry said: “A man had been report¬ 
edly in collision with a car while refu¬ 
elling his vehicle at the petrol 
station.” 

“When crews arrived they found a 
man in his forties lying on the floor 
near the vehicles. He had sustained 
suspected spinal injuries. 


“The patient was given pain relief 
and immobilised with the use of a 
neck collar and placed on a spinal 
board before being taken to hospital 
in Birmingham. 

“The female car driver was treated 
for minor injuries at the scene. ” 
Sainsbury’s deputy manager Gary 
Amos said: “We had to close the 
petrol station for about two hours to 
allow the police to carry out their 
inquiries. No damage was done to the 
petrol station.”

Old council building 
is to be bulldozed 

APPROVAL has been given for the demolition of the former 
municipal building in Cradley Heath to pave the way for 
redeveloping the site. 

The demolition will make way for a new £3 million fire 
station. Part of the site will be used for car parking by 
Sandwell Leisure Trust. 

The fire station will replace the Halesowen and Cradley 
Heath fire stations and the cost will be offset by the gener¬ 
ation of the estimated £1.5m from the sale of the two sites. 

Halesowen Fire Station, in Hagley Road, was closed in 
May. Its firefighters have been redeployed to other stations 
in the area until the fire hub is built. 

The municipal building, on the corner of Barrs Road and 
Halesowen Road, was built in 1938 and has been used as 
council offices since 1974. Last year Sandwell Council 
announced it would be closing the building and council 
workers have moved out. 

Planning officers at Sandwell Council have granted dem¬ 
olition consent using delegated powers.

A COMPANY with offices in 
Wolverhampton and Walsall 
has been ordered to pay a 
court bill of £5,053 for not car¬ 
rying out essential repairs at a 
privately rented property in 
West Bromwich. 

Angel Property Maintenance (UK) 
Limited failed to appear at the court in 
Oldbury and the case was heard in its 
absence. 


The company was found guilty of 
failing to comply with an improvement 
notice served by Sandwell Council’s 
Housing Quality Team on a flat in Bea- 
conview Road. 

The council brought the case after 
tenants complained about a number of 
problems in the 10th floor flat. 

An officer from the council’s housing 
quality team found windows without 
child safety locks, storage radiators 
with controls missing, a toilet that was 
blocked and electrics in a dangerous 


condition. Sandwell magistrates heard 
on August 6, that the firm, of Birming¬ 
ham Road, Wolverhampton and 
Leighswood Road, Walsall, had not 
responded to council attempts to 
resolve the issues by negotiation. 

This led to the council serving an 
improvement notice in October 2011, 
ordering the company to improve the 
property. 

The firm was fined £4,000 and the 
council was awarded costs of £1,038. 
The company will also have to pay a 


victim support surcharge of £15. 

Sandwell Council’s cabinet member 
for housing Councillor Simon Hackett 
said: “This is another case of landlords 
failing in their duties to tenants. I will 
not tolerate landlords who put the 
health and safety of tenants at risk.”

PAINTINGS by a devoted and tal¬ 
ented Black Country couple are 
being put on public show in their 
own home by their children - the 
year after they both died suddenly. 

The artwork by Ray and Catherine Jones, 
from Brierley Hill, who met when they were 
students at Birmingham Art College in the 
1950s, spans decades.

Frances said: “It’s been quite cathartic for 
us to sort out the pieces to go in the exhibi¬ 
tion - and we found some stuff we’d never 
seen before, including sketches of me as a 
baby. 

“Many show aspects of life and the history 
and changing face of Brierley Hill.” 

The couple were married in the late 1950s 
and worked as art teachers in various 
schools, locally and in the East Midlands. In 
later life both also worked at Dudley Zoo for 
a time, designing booklets for children and 
signs for animal enclosures. Some of the 
couple’s work has already been purchased by 
Brierley Hill Library.

Love triangle leads 
to a crime of passion 


Y es, it boasts a tremendous 
cast, the episodes are all 
written or co-written by the 
acclaimed Jimmy McGovern, and it 
explores how ordinary people can 
find themselves standing in the 
dock, on trial for the most horrifying 
crimes. But for many people, the real 
draw of the second series of 
Accused (Tuesday, BBC1, 9pm) is 
the chance to see Sean Bean in 
drag. 

Luckily, the BBC isn’t going to 
make us wait, as he stars in the first 
of the six stand-alone dramas, 
playing college teacher Simon 
Gaskell, who leads an intriguing 
double life. In the evenings, he is a 
transvestite called Tracie Tremarco, 
who does the rounds of 
Manchester’s bars looking for love. 

Bean admits he didn’t immediately 
jump at the chance to put on his 
stilettos, “I had a call from my agent 
saying, ‘Do you fancy playing a 
transvestite?’ I said, ‘Not really, why?’ 

“But as soon as she said it was a 
Jimmy McGovern project, who I’ve 
wanted to work with for a while, I 
was interested.” 


Even once he’d accepted the role, 
there were challenges in store. 
‘There I am, a big bloke, it’s a week 
before filming and I’m practising 
walking in high heels round my 
house. It felt like I was on stilts. I 
thought this hurts. I’ll never stop 
hobbling. I need to be able to get my 
balance and posture right. My 
sympathies go out to women now. I 
understand what they go through! 

“Mind you, I can say I’ve really got 
the hang of heels now, I don’t think 
they’re that bad. I can dance in them 
too.” 

But he’s keen to point out that 
there’s more to the opening episode 
of Accused than the chance to see 
one of Britain’s most successful - 
and most rugged - actors as we’ve 
never seen him before. 

‘The script was brilliant, and very 
moving. It’s a really touching story 
about a complicated man. He has a 
relationship with another man, which 
develops into deep love, and then 
spirals out of control into something 
quite dark and disturbing.” 

The trouble starts when Tracie 
meets Tony (Stephen Graham), a 


satellite and aerial engineer who 
rescues her from an altercation with 
a group of blokes on a stag night. 
Love begins to blossom, but Tony 
has a secret of his own - he’s 
married to beautician Karen (Rachel 
Leskovac), and while he’s smitten 
with Tracie, he does still care about 
his wife. 

The result is a love triangle that 
points to a terrible crime of passion. 

Bean says: “It’s not about sex; 
it’s about falling in love. In Trade’s 
case it’s with the wrong person, 
which is something everyone can 
relate to whatever their preferences 
are.” 

But while things look set to end 
badly for Tracie and Tony, the actor 
had a much more positive time. 

“The experience of being Tracie 
was great fun and really liberating. 
I’ve not had an adrenalin rush like it 
for ages... 

“This role has been a great 
opportunity. It’s one of the most 
challenging parts I’ve ever done; it’s 
so far from my perceived image. I 
can’t think of anything that 
compares. I can’t top it.”

Escape from Colditz 
Channel 4, 9pm 

Several episodes of the acclaimed 1970s TV 
series Colditz featured Jeremy Kemp as an 
academic-turned-pilot obsessed with the idea of 
building and then flying a glider out of the PoW 
camp. The true story of that audacious bid is 
charted in this fascinating documentary. By the 
time the glider was ready to fly, the conflict was 
almost over, so it was never used - and nobody 
is sure it would have worked anyway. However, 
Cambridge engineer Dr Hugh Hunt is determined 
to find out whether anybody could have made 
good a getaway using this method, and decides 
to test it out with help from various aeronautics 
engineers and carpenters, who rebuild the glider 
using the same materials the inmates had at their 
disposal.

But by night he’s 
consumed with his twin obsessions - the infamous 
serial killer of the 1940s and 1950s, Reginald 
Christie, and the supermodel Nerissa Nash 
(Elarica Gallacher). With that premise, you don’t 
need to know that this drama is based on a novel 
by crime queen Ruth Rendell to guess it’s going to 
end very badly indeed. When Mix’s girlfriend dares 
to criticise Nerissa, it causes his obsessions to 
collide in dangerous fashion.

I F you want to make your 
home greener and 
cleaner, an air source 
heat pump could be the 
answer. 

These pumps extract heat 
from the air outside and then 
increase its temperature, before 
using it to heat your home. 

There are two types of pump - air 
to air and air to water. The former 
produce warm (and also cool) air 
and circulate it around your home 
through fans. 

Air-to-water pumps supply your 
home’s (wet) central heating 
system. However, they don’t make 


the water as hot as a boiler does, so 
you may need to fit bigger radiators 
because the ones you have won’t 
give out as much heat, or install 
(wet) underfloor heating, where the 
water doesn’t need to be so hot. 

Underfloor heating is a good 
option with a heat pump, but is 
often expensive and disruptive to 
retrofit - it’s ideal for renovations 
and houses being built. 

According to the Energy Saving 
Trust, fitting an air source heat 
pump costs around £6,000 to 
£10,000. How quickly you’ll get that 
money back depends on a number of 
factors, but you’ll save most money 
if you’re replacing a coal-fired or 
electric heating system (if you have 


mains-gas central heating, an air 
source heat pump may not be for 
you). 

The good news is that once the 
Renewable Heat Incentive (see 
www.which.co.uk) starts (proba¬ 
bly next year), it should take less 
time to recoup your investment. 

This Government scheme will 
pay people who heat their homes 
using renewable technologies, 
including air source heat pumps. 

Even though the scheme isn’t up 
and running yet, you may be able to 
get a Renewable Heat Premium 
Payment (see the website 
www.energysavingtrust.org.uk) 
to help you with the cost of 
installing a heat pump. 


As well as providing you with an 
income (assuming the Renewable 
Heat Incentive goes ahead), your 
pump should also cut your home’s 
C02 emissions (depending on what 
sort of heating you’re replacing). 

The problem, of course, is that 
although air is renewable, these 
pumps need electricity to work. The 
most eco solution is to generate your 
own electricity, using a wind turbine 
or solar panels, for example, which 
is another big investment. 

Air source heat pumps rarely 
need much maintenance, but they 
may not work as well when it’s 
colder than -5C outside (although 
they can work at temperatures as 
low as -15C), so another form of 
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Sandwell 


home 

heating may be necessary in winter. 
It is, of course, vital that your 
home’s draught proofed and well 
insulated for the heating system to 
work efficiently. 

Whether or not you need plan¬ 
ning permission for an air source 
heat pump will depend on where 
you live in the country (and some¬ 
times other factors), so check with 
your local planning department. 

As always, if your home’s lease¬ 
hold, you may need the permission 
of the freeholder to make an alter¬ 
ation such as fitting an air source 
heat pump. And if it affects a wall or 
boundary you share with a neigh¬ 
bour, it may be necessary to draw up 
a party wall agreement with them.

Kermit the Fabia, it's no Muppet on roads 



The Skoda Fabia vRS aka Kermit, certainly stands out in the car park 


KERMIT, as he is now affec¬ 
tionately called, has been a 
busy, er, bee recently. 

From pounding the nation’s motor¬ 
ways to being on a speeding train 
under the Channel, ‘my’ Fabia vRS has 
rarely had the opportunity to stand 
still. 

To say that the time spent recently 
with Skoda’s green machine has been 
fast paced is something of an under¬ 
statement. 

With its modest 178bhp, the Fabia 
vRS might no longer be regarded as a 
genuine hot hatch - that bar has been 
raised to dizzying heights of late - but 
there’s nothing slow about this car. 

That much I know from the many 
brisk weekend cross-country drives 
I’ve undertaken in the Fabia. 

In the dry it’s deceptively quick - the 
drivers of cars I’ve overtaken will no 
doubt confirm that. Crucially, though, 
you can do it safely and swiftly. 

The ample power reserves and the 
engine’s clever super and turbocharg¬ 
ing technology are key to getting the 
job done with the minimum of fuss. 
There’s no time-zapping lag to worry 
about, just press (hard) and go. Praise 
must also be heaped on the Fabia’s 


direct shift gearbox (DSG), which is 
standard fit on the vRS. DSG transmis¬ 
sions are now a familiar sight, and their 
superior efficiency can do wonders for 
fuel economy. Or, in the Fabia’s case, 
they can deliver rapid shifts without 
the hesitation and jerkiness of a con¬ 
ventional slushbox or the ham-fisted 
efforts of a human. 

That said, after a few thousand 
miles the ‘box does have its quirks. 

Paddles 

For genuinely quick driving, it’s still 
better to take the DIY approach, and 
with the handily placed paddles behind 
the steering wheel, you can do just 
that. 

Changes are still fast, but it pays div¬ 
idends to change down before a corner 
as the car’s brain will often do it after¬ 
wards and leave you in a higher gear 
than desired as you make the turn. 

And for all the Fabia’s speediness, it 
pays to be patient around town. 

The common rolling start from slow 
speeds at junctions and roundabouts 
can fool the gearbox into changing 
down to first when, in reality, second 
gear would do. 

I’ve learnt to pause for a fraction of 
a second before hitting the accelerator 
as the alternative is an occasional 


clunk from the gearbox as it hurriedly 
downshifts and a decidedly un-Skoda- 
like jerky departure. 

Still, for someone who used to be 
anti-auto, I’m becoming a convert. 
Around town at least, two pedals are 
definitely better than three. 

So, in spite of the car’s foibles, is the 
Fabia vRS hot or not? 

In real terms very much so. And that 
was a point proved by a whistle-stop 
trip to Belgium to watch some top-class 
rallying. 

Skoda’s Intercontinental Rally 
Challenge campaign has been a corner¬ 
stone of its activities for some time now, 
and with the UK arm having won the 
title in 2011, it was only fair that 
Kermit should feel like one of the 
family. A sprint to the Channel Tunnel 
and then another one to Ypres proved 
entertaining and reasonably frugal. 

Being a bloke, I tend to pack light, 
but with the threat of rain and the 
prospect of standing in numerous 
farmers’ fields for two days, the Fabia’s 
boot was stuffed with coats, boots and 
the usual safety kit to keep me legal 
when on the road. 

It’s at times like this when I can feel 
smug about choosing the estate over 
the hatchback. 


Size-wise the Fabia is no Superb, but 
its boot swallows an awful lot of stuff. 
The folding divider that doubles as the 
false boot floor is a clever idea as it 
stops your cargo from rolling around. 
Plus, the little rubber handle on the 
tailgate makes closing it a breeze - and 
keeps your hands clean. 

In the end, Skoda UK’s man didn’t 
win but another Fabia did, so it was still 
trebles all round for the Czech firm at 
the end of two fun days of spectating. 

The experience also confirmed that 
there’s a lot of love for the brand in the 
rallying community. 

Sure, they’re dominating at the 
moment, but having spotted numerous 
Fabias - it helped that a few were green 
like mine - lining the roads it’s clear 
that support is strong. And so far I 
count myself as one of those impressed 
by the brand and its cars. 

The Fabia vRS is always going to be 
a left-field choice and is hardly repre¬ 
sentative of the many more sensible 
Skodas chosen every day. 

However, despite now being very 
much a mainstream car maker, the 
vRS sub-brand illustrates Skoda’s mis¬ 
chievous personality is alive and well 
and not just reserved for its adverts.
